The ceremony 'was the most simple 


possible, his majesty having omitted 
all the decorations and pageantry on 
account of the death of his father-in- 


law, King Christian. 
Tfeere was a 


moment of suspense after the king 
touched the electric button removing 
tbe test block, as the huge ship hesi- 
tated and appeared to be reluctant to 
take tfee water. But. ultimately. «he 
glided down the ways in safety. 


Among the occupants ot the royal 


stand were the American naval at- 
tache, Ueqt. Comdr. John H. Gib- 
bons, and the other Attaches, the ad- 
miralty officials and a few privileged 
persons. 


The Munching of the Dreadnought 


the largest and moat powerful batde- 
sbip of the world's navies, marks the 
first stage in what the British, admlr- 
afey claims.as the greatest achieve 
meat in naval construction. On Oct. 
2, 1905. only a few days over four 
months ago, work was begun on ttie 
vessel, the first of what is to be 
known as the Dreadnought class. 
The promise was made then that she 
iwould be launched within six months. 
The admiralty has more than made 
good the boast and Britishers have 
another cause for pride in their navy. 
Another twelve months, all going 
<well, the Dreadnought will be commis- 
sioned and join the Atlantic fleet, 
thus beating all previous .records in 
battleship building by six months.

A Dover correspondent sends out 


following concerning 
tiouin: 


•'Gouin is a native ot Dover, and a

It Is ««rMd by thoie who hav* 


gi»en tb« matter proper study that 
education 1« neeensary in securing 
road Improvement both among those 
who are the principal users of high- 
ways and contribute the greater 
amount to their construction and 
maintenance, and those who are re- 
sponsible for the work of const ruet- 
IOK them, says the Good Roads 
Mtgazine. That -road Improvement 
does not go .ahead faster Is due la 
large measure to the conservatism 
of the farmer who has used the 
roads In -their present condition ever 
since he was born and which were 
also used by his forefathers from tha 
time the country was first settled. 
With him the question is viewed 
from the standpoint of present cost 
an.', not what 'the benefits will be In 
the future. As soont however, as he 
Is brought to see the increased econ- 
omy of getting his produce to mar- 
ket in season, the appreciation in 
value of hia land, and the multitude 
of other blessings, he is one of the 
warmest advocates of good roads. 


When the point Is reached that it 


is decided to improve the roads, then 
the question of the proper person to 
become responsible for their con- 
struction comes 'in. So long as the 
antiquated system of labor tax is 
employed, so long can little improve- 
ment be made. The great need, 
therefore. Is the changing to the 
money system and employing some 
one skilled In the science of road 
building. When road building Is on 
in earnest throughout the country, 
the demand for road engineers will 
be greater than the supply. The ac- 
tion taken by the several schools and 
colleges in establishing 
engineering 


courses for road construction is a 
"step in the right direction. 


European Highways. 


In 
nearly all of the -European 


countries whoso highways 
are In 


good condition, national or state aid 
in the construction and maintenance 
of their roads In one form or another 
la given. 


In tbe United States, New Jersey 


!u 1901 first started the principle of 
State aid in the construction of conn- 
try wagon roads, paying 33 1-3 per 
cent, of their cost. 
This State has 


also abandoned the labor tax system 
of 
maintenance find 
adopted the 


money system. The total expendi- 
ture by the State to date has been 
about $1,300,000, and by the coun- 
ties and towns about $5,800,000. 


Good Rural Roads. 


The State of Missouri through her 


Farmers' Institute work is keeping 
the road question well to the front, 
mainly insisting that something be 
done to keep the water away from 
the rond bed, and that a system of 
road dragging be practiced on all 
roads of earth. 


"We consider anything short of the 


best hard roads to Be but a make- 
shift, and have always Insisted, that 
In tiny section where land Is worth 
on the market from $60 an acre up- 
ward, the farmers cannot afford to 
do without hard roads. We know 
that It often is said that Illinois, Iowa 
other Western States have no mate- 
rial with which to build such roads, 
yet it is a fact that road-making ma- 
terial has been transported by rail

two last named is distinctly differ- 
ent.

cleaner would feel that she was de- 
meaning herself in scrubbing the 
floor. Throughout the house the 
question of social distlction is ar- 
gued, the maids feeling above the 
bath-room girls, the parlor maid 
above the other maids, and the lin- 
en-room girls above the parlor-maid, 
and so on. 
Human nature is much 


the same the world over. In the par- 
lance of hotel employes, scrub-wo- 
men are known as "soubrettes," the 
chambermaids 
as 
"the 
chorus," 


while the parlor maids are called 
"show girls." The "soubrettes" be- 
gin their work at one o'clock in the 
morning, and do not finish until 
about five. They scrub the floors, 
and go.throughout the house with 
soap and hot water. 
At the Hotel 


Victoria (the exception among ho- 
tels) the employes are permitted to 
enter the help's dining hall at any 
time of the morning or afterwards 
between regular meals and have a 
cup of tea and light lunch—a system 
which has much to do with the con- 
tentment reigning among the em- 
ployes of this establishment. 
Tbe 


cost is only a trifles and although the 
plan has been in operation for some 
time, those who enjoy its advantages 
do not abuse it.—Leslie's Weekly. 


The Man Housekeeper. 


One meets the man house-worker 


every where on the Continent and is 
glad to have his deft, careful, quiet 
service. They have to work and they 
have taken the work which has eas- 
iest come to them and do it well and 
ably. And there is no reason at all 
why men should not sweep and dust, 
make beds, clean •windows*, fix the 
fire, clean the grate, arrange the fur- 
niture, while their special adaptibil- 
ity to the art of cooking is amply at- 
tested by the princely salaries the 
heads of this interesting profession 
receive In distinguished 
instances.

THE PHl'XIXG OF FRUIT TREES. 


Wherever Practicable Closed Mrtb- 


od Should be Used. 


One class of pruning experts advo- 


cate the open system—that Is to cut 
out the main center limbs and makes 
the tree something; like an inverted 
umbrella4 so the sun can shine down 
Into the tree and color the fruit. 
This is known as the vaso system 
and is not advisable In a country 
with penetrating sun. In speaking on 
this subject J. J. Hagerman of New 
Mexico says: "Many of our first trees 
were 
trimmed 
after 
this fashion. 


The other way is to leave in the lead- 
er and trim the tree so as to stand in 
the form God made it to grow. With- 
out question the latter is the proper 
way 
to do. The tree is much 


stronger and better able to bear its 
load without Injury. With the lea'd- 
er cut out the tree is apt to split in 
the wind and maim itself with a 
heavy load of fruit. In this country 
where trees grow eight months in 
the the wood is not as strong as trees 
grown slowly In the north. 


Tbe Question of Irrigation. 


Where Irrigating is to be done on 


a large scale, it seems to be the con- 
senus of opinion that surface irriga- 
tion by means of furrows is undoubt- 
edly the most practical method. 
In 


greenhouses and gardens subirriga- 
tion by means of tiles may often be 
found advisable. Furthermore, many 
wet soils need drainage and re- 
quire the laying of tile. In the Illus- 
tration is shown the method adopted 
by the California station and has 
been found very practicable as the 
amount of water at any time can be 
regulated by the slides. 


It is probable that the Increased 


yields on subsoilecl lands are mainly, 
If not entirely, due to the increased 
amount of water which such land la 
able to store up for the use of the 
crop. Subsoil plowing may thus be 
made the means of greatly extending 
tho area over which crops may bo 
successfully grown without Irriga- 
tion, and when practiced in connec- 
tion with Irrigation may result in a 
great saving of irrigation water. 


Wide Variety of Apples. 


The elder Pliny tells us that the 


Romans had 
twenty-five varieties 


of the apple and wealthy people of 
that time vied with each other in 
producing the finest specimens, says 
Field and Farm. It Is now supposed 
that these varieties or some of them 
were carried by the armies of Caesar 
In his invasions of Briton, thus add- 
ing the rarest leaf to the crown of 
that great conqueror and giving to 
the world a gift that few kings could 
bestow. Those twetny-flve varieties 
will contain 15,000 names and syno- 
nyms, one-half 
of which can 
be 


called distinct varieties. The last re- 
port of the American pomological so- 
ciety files clown the list to 353 apples 
and crab apples that have distinctive 
characteristics of value to the fruit 
growers of the United States. 
Few 


of this list nre adapted to all the 
States, but some sections can and do 
grow to advantage many of the va- 
rieties. 
With the present list of 


known and tried varieties, it is pos- 
sible and desirable to have good ripe 
apples on one's table every day in 
the year, without resorting to any 
better means than a cool cellar. 


The American Farmer. 


Farmers of America ought to be 


thankful that they are not residents 
of some foreign countries, where 
they arc counted a menial class, 
where farming Is engaged in in tho 
crudest manner, nnd all work is 
seemingly performed in the1 most 
difficult way possible. Crude imple- 
ments and teams, or no terms at all, 
seem to be the rule rather than the 
exception. 
Imagine a man working 


all day on the sides of a mountain 
gathering hay, obtaining only a few 
ispenra .it a time, and at night carry- 
Ing the gleanings of the entire day 
hpiup on tils hack. The farmer In 
.Tiinpnn must, perform tho work of 
man and beast. The working hours 
arc about sixteen, tho labor hard 
nnd the fare scanty. Truly the life of 
the American fanner can be that of 
a prince if ho will only "will" It. 


Improving tbe Soil. 


Stirring the soil fills it with nlr. 


Improves its physical condition and 
makes the plant food available. 
It 


puts life Into it ami makes it a com- 
fortnblo home In which (he plants 
nifty grow. Some old pastures nnd 
meadows mny be helped by plowing 
and cropping a year or two, or by 
disking them nt a timr1 when tho 
grass will not bo killed outright.

Value at Skim Milk Feeding on th« 


Production of Tork. 


Through a long series of experi- 


ments conducted at Ottawa ami 
'.Juelph and all over America it has 
been found that with the average 
price of grains the cost of producing 
a pfniud of pork from the time a pig 
is two months old. or weighs about 
30 pounds, until he is hix or seven 
months old and weigh? from 100 to 
200 pounds is from 4 to 4 J/4 cents a 
pound, says the Indiana Farmer. 
Our experiments go to show that by 
judicious use of skim milk in connec- 
tion whh the meals or grains, we are 
able to produce a pound of pork for 
from one cent to a cent and a half 
less than where meals alone ar» 
used. 


To get tho very best results It la 


quite 
unnecessary 
and 
disadvan- 


tageous to feed skim milk or whey 
In the largest quantity. 
The very 


best results came from where we fed 
from two or three pounds of skim 
milk to ono pound of meal. With 
such feed we find our skim milk will 
replace sufficient meal so that we are 
really selling it for from 40 to 45 
cents a hundred pounds. If we feed 
our pigs from fno to eight pounds a 
day we are selling It at the rate of 
42 cents per hundred pounds. As we 
Increase the propoitioii of skim milk 
to meal down comes the value of our 
whey or skiai milk. 


Wherever we have fed skim milk 


we have got a very improved article 
of pork 
The pigs have hardly ever 


been too fat 
The skim milk seems 


to induce growth of the very best 
kind. In every case where we have 
fed skim milk tho bacon has been se- 
lect, and when we killed. It has been 
In every case hard and very seldom 
too hard, either. 


Care of tbo Horse's Feet. 


If loft to nature the foot of a horse 


will not always grow out full, strong 
and perfect in form. When travel- 
lug over soil containing stone or 
gravel the horn wears off as fast as 
necessary to keep the foot in fair 
proportions, but on prairie soils 
which are soft the horn grows rapid- 
ly with the result that the feet split, 
become uneven and indeed the en- 
tire bony column is not infrequently 
altered In form and the animal par- 
tially If not wholly ruined. It Is due 
to this fact that so many badfooted 
horses are seen upon the streets. The 
farrier gets all of the blame in many 
such cases, but the trouble really be- 
gan upon the ranch. To grow the 
feet in the best possible manner the 
colt should be driven into the corral 
ouce a month acd the feet should be 
carefully inspected. As a rule it-is 
necessary to shorten the toes and 
this is done with a rasp. When the 
toes are kept short the quarters will 
as a rule take care of themselves, 
for the frogs 
will bear upon the 


ground and keep the feet properly 
spread. The frog should be particu- 
larly noticed for if it gets out of con- 
tact with the bearing surface, the 
foot will very rapidly lose its proper 
shape, the heels will contract and 
the walls at the quarters become 
brittle and weak.—Field and Farm. 


Sheltering of Kami Animals. 


When too ninny animals are con- 


gregated in a feed lot it is difficult to 
furnish the proper amount of shel- 
ter. 
Tbe larger ones crowd the 


weaker nnd get more than their 
shn.ro of food, while the smaller get 
less, says Ranch and Range. It Is 
also impossible to give the less vigor- 
ous steers Unit careful 
attention 


which their weaker individuality de-i 
rnands, consequently the loss from! 
this source will be so serious in conn 
nection with wholesale feeding as to 
largely offset tho profits made. There 
Is also ufMinlly a waste of manure, 
whereas when tho feeding Is done In 
small lots it can be turned to excel- 
lent account. Tho largo feeder has 
also 
to 
purchase 
a 
considerable 


amount, of food. When grain Is high 
it Is impossible to make any consid- 
erable profits and in pome Instances 
It is fed nt :i loss, whereas the small 
dealer who feeds his own grain and 
fodder chiefly can obtain from thesa 
at least a fair equivalent, as in this 
way ho Is virtmil!> sending such pro- 
duce to the

of 
body 
Brussels. 


Both body and tapestry Brussels car- 
peting have a looped surface, but 
aside from this they are radically 
different. 
In body Brussels, every 


color is dyed In the skein, then wo- 
ven In. and through the fabric upon 
the surface only when this especial 
color is required In the design. Only 
a limited number of colors can be 
handled independently of each other 
(seldom more than six), and, as tho 
durability of the carpet Is In some 
measure dependent upon the num- 
ber 
of 
colors used, the 
different 


grades are usually designated by the 
number of frames, which signify tho 
number 
of colors used—as four- 


frames, six-frames, etc. The regular 
tapestry Brussels Is in reality a one- 
frame body Brussels, for they are 
woven all in one solid color, and this 
forms the ground for the design, 
which Is afterwards printed upon 
the surface by methods similar to 
those used In printing calico anJ oth- 
er lightweight fabrics. Tapestry car- 
pets are easily made verj attractive 
In appearance, because an unlimited 
number of tints can ho used; but, 
they must of necessity, be loss dur- 
able than body Brussels, borh In 
weave and In coloring, for the dis- 
tinct coloring Is only surface deep, 
and the pile, which is composed of 
but one strand of wool. Is held In 
place by a single binding thread. In 
body Brussels, the filling shows more 
or less on the wrong Bide, and to 
simulate this effect, unscrupulous 
manufacturers stain the back of tap- 
estry carpets to follow as closely as 
possible the coloring of the design 
upon the right side. 
Both tapestry 


and body Brussels are Avoven 27 
Inches wide, and body Brussels has 
the trade mark plainly stamped on 
the wrong side, with each repeat of 
tbe pattern.

THE KAISER AND BISMARCK 


Why Emperor William Dismissed th« 


Greatest Statesman of His 


Time. 


' Baron Hecketdorn contributes to La 
Revue a character skeirlrof the Qer- 
rcan emperor. 


About. 15 years ago came the dis- 


missal of Bismarck, and as no one 
has ever been able to give a satisfac- 
tory explanation of the red cause, 
the baron offers one "hitherton unpub-- 
Hshed." It emanates from Dr. Roth, 
a Swiss diplomatist. 
' "The federal council,", writes Baron 
Hecklendorn, had taken the initiative 
in proposing an international confer- 
ence-for the protection of labor to be 
held at Berne in 1890. No sooner did 
the kaiser hear of it than he demand- 
ed that th« conference should meet at 
Berlin. Bfemarck did not approve of 
the kaiser's plan,, and. when all failed, 
he aake£ rjie Swiss ambassador to per- 
suade -his "• government 'to persist in 
its original. proposal. 
Whether Dr. 


Roth did so is not stated, but' prob- 
ably not, as the, congress assembled 
at Berlin In 4ue course. 


A few days .after the news of the 


chancellor's visit reached the ears of 
the kaisejvwjio was furious and had a 
long conversation with the chancellor. 
This was March 19, and everyone 
know3:"Bismarck was dismissed on the 
20th.

portrait to Dr. , Roth with the dedi- 
cation: "To Dr.'Roth. A souvenir o| 
March 19, 1890. William, I. R."

Windsor and Eton Scientific and Arch- 
aeological Society flpoko interesting- 
ly of tbe evolution of dress. 


Prom prehistoric drawings U would 


appear, be aaid, that our early accea- 
ha.d little necessity for artificial cov- 
ering. 
Judging from primitive race* 


at the present day. clothing was not. 
nrmt adopted at a protection from 
the weather. 


Just as the zoologist learns much 


concerning tbe ancestry of animal* 
from the little features which sur 
Vive in their bodily structure, so can 
the history of dress be evolved. Stan- 
ing with the hat, it was shown that 
the hat band can be traced to a 
fillet which held in shape a simple' 
piece of cloth. Sometimes this fillet 
was tied in a bow behind, the tails 
of which survive in the Scotch cap. 
the sailor hat and the bishop's mitre. 


A little bow inside to the lining 


of the hat is a survival of a lacing 
which kept the lining in shape, or pos- 
sibly takes us back to a time wh.->ii 
a hat was made by putting a string 
through holes in a flat piece or lear ti- 
er, and. by tightening it, producing 
a crown. 
The plumes in hats are 


on. the left side because in earlv 
times the adornments were so big 
that they would have seriously inter- 
fered with the use of the sword il 
worn on the right. 
The helmet of 


the fireman is practically . identical 
with those worn by 
the 
ancient 


Greeks. 


The large white collar, such as 


Milton wore, Is still in a smaller form 
worn by the clergymen who preach 
in Geneva gowns and by Bluecoat 
boys. 
Buttons on coat sleeves pc'nl 


to a time \vhen coats were very cost- 
ly, and it was customary to turn back 
the sleeves so that they should not 
be soiled. 


Mr. Webb also dtscussed the origin 


of the two buttons on the back ol 
the coat, and said that ho could find 
no satisfactory reason why in Eu- 
ropean countries the buttons;-on men's 
clothes should be always on the right 
side and those of women oh tho left. 


The possible connection 
between 


the ornamentation on modern boots 
and the openwork choes of the Rom- 
ans was pointed out. 
Tbe fact that 


a "clock" means a "gusset" suggest- 
ed that the ornamentation which we 
know by the former name may have 
been originally intended to hide the 
joins in a stocking when it was made 
from pieces of cloth.

bitter hatred. 
Several fox hunters 


whom we know made a practice of 
following the alert crows xvaen tne/ 
foxes are roaming across back lots. 
claiming that the birds are fully as 
reliable as hounds and less trouble 
to maintain. 


The best time to observe a colony 


of roosting crows is on a windy and 
clear night when the moon rises af- 
ter midnight. 


Cold weather whets the appetites 


of owls as well as other birds, and 
so long 
as the crows recain the 


chances of their receiving company 
every night 
are 
very 
good- One 


must have quick and acurate eyes to 
observe tho approach of an owl. All 
birds which fly by night have downy 
wings, which make no noise when" 
in motion. One sees a darker blui 
among the forest* twiliarbt—perhaps 
silhouetted against the moon for an 
instant—and then the war is on in 
earnest. 
For some reason a crow 


seems to be incapable oi resisting the 
attack of an owl. 
When an owl_ at- 


tacks a turkey at roost the silly and 
ungainly bird slides over to the under- 
side of the limb and the owl grasps 
its claws into st'ff feathers, while the 
turkey drops to the ground and runs 
away in the underbrush. 
But when 


an owl dashes at a crow the big bird 
cowers and 'yells for help. 
As tho 


sharp talons of the ow] penetrate 
the lean fiesh of the dying bird it 
yells and screams and calls aloud 
for rescue. And the unstricken crows 
rerpcnd bravely. 


For half an hour or more after tho 


owl has fled the crows keep up tiicir 
cawing and clamoring, as it loud 
talk could frighten anything. 
Mean- 


while the stricken crow, which has 
been rescued by its companions, lies 
on the ground and croaks for help 
all night, or until death arrives and 
silences its complaints. 


The owls are the most formidable 


foos the crows of Maine have. 
Most 


owls seem to like the flesh and will 
cat it sooner than mice or rats or 
frogs 
We have; demonstrated this 


fact by offering various kinds of food 
to tame owls and seeing them select 
crow meat in preference to chicken 
or squirrel.—Bangor (,\ie.) News.

ing Journal- Tka Anauk River waa 
discovered by Ivan Slmenaon Lukee* 
in 1832, at which time bo built a fort. 
called Uikeen's Fort. OB the Kua- . 
kowim River, twenty-five mites abov* 
the mouth of the Anauk. 
It waa 


partly destroyed by native* la 1S41, 
and. rebuilt by Kalamakoff. » Rus- 
sian trader, was afterward 
eallad 


Kalamakoff redoubt. 


In 1832 the headquarters of ttw 


Russian-American Trading Company- 
were at Sitka and supplies were tran- 
sported thence to Lukeen's Fort by 
v.ajr of -NuscagaJt River, , Tlc-chl* 
river and lake and down the Anaak 
River to the Kuskowim River and 
thence up stream twenty-five miles 
to the fort. In-1837 the yearly sup- 
plies were sent by way of tbe mouMi 
of the Kuskowim River and tho olti 
way abandoned as a summer routu 
and used only for the purpose of 
Eending'out the mails during tbe wai- 
ter by dog teams. It was tbe only 
winter route the Russians ever u^cJ 
from any point on the Yukon to the 
outsldo (Sitka). and was only aban- 
doned for the purpose after they lelt 
the country. : 


It was while on one of these trips 


in 1832 that the Russians discovered 
gold on tho Anauk. and it is known 
today as the Yellow River of the Rus- 
sians. It is not known whether they 
ever Attempted mining on any larse 
scale or wliether they found gal'J .n 
paying' quantities but it is thought to 
be thp first time on record of go.u »fc- 
ing found in this country. 
Ltikeen was born of Russian and 
Spanish-American Creole parents in 
the Ross colony in California. 
He 


was well educated at the Sitka school 
and .proved to be an active, energet- 
ic and intelligent officer. 
In 180:*. 


Lukeen ascended tho Yukon Rivov 
from St. Michael to Fort Gibbon, then 
a Hudson's Bay Company trading post, 
•which was built by McMurray, who 
descended the Porcupine iilvcr in 
1847. Lukeen was the first man wlm 
connected the Pclly River of Canipboil , 
and the sea. 
He returned. LO St. 


inchael that fall. In 18GG tho Rus- 
sian garrison at Kalamaicoff redoubt. 
in charga of Dem en toff, was with- 
drawn, the United States having i>U£>. 
chased Alaska from tne Russians.

flight and told of bis

ceive his pursuers by -walking back- 
ward and doubling on his course. 


When he left; Gonin, Spring took
